The student indicates whether the highlighted verb is 
in the past tense, the present tense, or the future tense. If the student’s response is incorrect, 
the correct response is provided. The program keeps track of the number of correct 
responses, and continuously displays a score. After 8 sentences, the program tells the 
student how many of the responses were correct. The student may choose to do 8 more 
sentences or return to the menu. 


Name That Verb Game Show 

This comprehensive section tests the student’s understanding of all the concepts presented in 
the preceding sections. One student can play alone or two students can play in competition. 
The student indicates whether the one- or two-player game is desired. Each player chooses 
a contestant. Several sentences are displayed one by one. In turn, each player identifies a 
verb in the sentence (for example, the linking verb).
